As for their carting Cinnamon around 
ie state, some of it is true und some is 
ot; for there arc Chinamen there win 
eside in Fresno and King counties, anil 


.ve worked in the aforesaid places this 
ear. 
They say: "We would have notbiiij: 
jr tho Chinamen to do." That wouV 
0 too bad. I suppose it is worse foi 
htnamen to go hungry than for sonu 
1 our white families. 
As an instance of their "preference 
jr white labor," 1 might state the foi 
owing: 


Every one knows there is a large num 
er of orange packers in the south ii 
:ie orange season, and of course Mr 
-Jarl tried not to hire Chinese labor, bu' 
trange to say, he did. 
In one instance white laborers wcr 


jircd, but in the remaining places (sonn 
wenty-live or more) be hired China 
icn, and now up in the north be use 
Chinese almost exclusively. 


This article which lie or his agent: 
aused to bo put in tbe paper may cause 
few to think with him, but it \yill no 
'wash" with those who know him ant 
:now the fruit business. 


Tear packers can be supplied an; 


,ime he wishes, and if he desires tc 
ompete with Chinese vs. white girls 
et him or his agent apply at the plac 
vherc tbe girls arc packing (above men 
ioned), and be can be accommodate! 
ither in speed, neatness of work or an 
ther way. 
The excuse of moving around is wors 


ban flimsy, for it can he readily soei 
iow much moving they arc doing. 
It is to be hoped that this nuisanc 


can be stopped and white labor substi 
uted, for many families are actually ii 
iced of work to provide the necessaric 
jf life.
